Cow Horses in Tennessee 


H. C. Spinks Farms and Ranches. of 
Paris. Tenn.. plans to dispose of 30 
Quarter Horses and 50 Hereford heifers 
at public auction May 14 at Paris.

In 
such case. the mare will be bred to the 
stallion to which she has been exposed.” 

If the stallion should not be alive when 
the mare is returned to Spinks. the mare 
will be bred to any stallion the farm that 
the buyer selects. If the mare won't breed. 
the purchase price will be refunded.

Jonah W. D. Skiles. head of the Don-rt-

“Accordingly we go to 
names from foreign languages or to names 
modeled on foreign words—certain foreign 
languages being quite eunhonious because 
of good vowel sounds and a lack of harsh 
consonantal clusters.” From there on the 
professor improvised on the theme like 

Beethoven. Bach. Brahms. Mozart. and 

Muggsy Spanier in a jam session: 

Dotette ond Dafetta. French and Spanish forms, 
svegesting “daffy.” 

Stulta, Stultita, Stultetta. Latin) and Romance 
forms, suggesting “foolish.” 

Bruta. Brutita, Brutetta, Ditto for “stupid.” 

Gagetta. Gagella, Gagita. 
“little Gaga.” 

Erra. Planeta. Latin and Greek respectively. “mix- 
ed-up. unstable.” 

Gagex, Disgaga, Segaga. Latin. suggesting “out of 
Gaga.” 

Locita. Spanish. suggesting a little girl who is loco. 

Vorequa. Greek-Latin hybrid. suggesting ‘foolish 
mare.” 

Cassandra. Greek mythology. the prophetess 
whose prophecies were all considered fool'sh. 
Sophomora. Greek. “one who thinks she is wise. 

but is foolish.” 

Voronica. Moronita. Moronetta, Moronella. Greek. 
“foolish, dumb.” the last 3 having the added 
idea of “little.” 

Simplicia, Simpletta. Latin. 
latter with a diminutive. 

Regaga, Latin. suggesting “Gaga made over.” 

Vesana, Lunata. Insana. Latin. suggesting “out of 
one’s) mind.” 


We laid the half-bushel in Colonel Head- 
ley’s lap. and a few days later the filly 
had her name: Gagetta. 

As for Dr. Skiles. we are suggesting 
that the College of Adult Education at 
the University should have him offer a 
course in elementary hipponymology.

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Five Strides Won the Wood 
For Belair’s Plucky Nashua 


New YorK 


It has been said quite a few times 
during Nashua’s 2 seasons of racing that 
the big son of *Nasrullah is a clown. If 
this is so Nashua is well on his way to 
becoming the best known clown outside 
of | Pagliacci. The Belair home-bred dis- 
carded all humorous antics in the Wood 
Memorial to win his third $100,000 event 
of the year and treated everybody to a 
magnificent exhibition of racing courage 
and determination in defeating Summer 
Tan by a neck. It was a race of superla- 
tives, and the only sad part is that there 
had to be a loser between these 2 excellent 
3-year-olds. 

Summer Tan led for the first 5,900 feet 
of the journey but was unable to stave off 
the whirlwind finish of Nashua in the last 
10 feet. At the quarter-pole most spectators 
were convinced that Nashua would be 
unable to do it. and this opinion still held 
at the sixteenth-pole. Each stride in the 
last 70 yards seemed to say he couldn’t do 
it. and then all of a sudden he’d done it. 
In 4 of the last 5 strides of the Wood 
Nashua made up the length and a quarter 
which had separated the colts through the 
stretch. In the fifth and final jump Nashua 
gained a neck’s advantage. 

The thrilling finish perhaps provided an 
answer to a question which had hung over 
since October 9, when Summer Tan finish- 
ed a neck back of Nashua in the Futurity. 
To many that day he seemed to be closing 
the slim margin when the ground ran out 
on him. Others. of course, felt that Nashua 
would have stayed on the lead if the 2 
had kept right on going out the Widener 
chute and around the mile and a half 
track the wrong way. 

The differences seemed sure to be settled 
in the then approaching Champagne 
Stakes. or at the latest in the 1,);-mile 
Garden State Stakes. but shortly after the 
Futurity came the first of two postpone- 
ments. Nashua ran a fever for a day or 
so and missed a work, after which owner 
William Woodward Jr. consulted with 
Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, who then an- 
nounced that the rugged son of *Nasrullah 
would not race again until he was 3. 

Summer Tan galloped off with the

Garden State by 9 lengths, and 2 days 
later engaged an aneurysm in a life-or- 
death struggle. 

The handsome son of *Heliopolis sur- 
vived. He was flown to Florida to recuper- 
ate. When the weighis for the Exper- 
imental Free Handicap were announced 
Summer Tan rated a pound better than 
Nashua. When it became apparent that 
Summer Tan would not be able to handle 
the 1144-mile Flamingo Stakes, his owner 
announced that the colt would make his 
first 1955 start in New York. thus allow- 
ing more time for training. 

Meanwhile, Nashua was rolling along. 
training splendidly. acting up during his 
races. and compiling a varied sort of 
reputation. He won an easy victory over 
allowance company. and cut some crazy 
antics before taking the Flamingo and 
Florida Derby with last-second splurges 
that scared the wits out of Eddie Arcaro. 

Nashua came North after the Derby and 
found Summer Tan training at an advanc- 
ed stage. The Belair colt was kept hard 
at work over the Aqueduct strip while 
Summer Tan progressed rapidly on the 
training track at Belmont Park. The third 
day of the new racing season saw Summer 
Tan gallop off with an allowance affair 
by 14 lengths. The next day Nashua 
schooled over the Jamaica course. 

The final week before the Wood saw the 
2 colts working over the Jamaica strip 
between races. Summer Tan showed his 
wares to a Monday crowd, and his exercise 
boy. Jimmy Middleton, allowed him a 
gallop around the track before breaking 
him off at the finish line. His tour of the 
ham-shaped oval was completed in 1:3714. 
He was allowed to gallop out a mile and 
an eighth in 1:5045 before being pulled 
up at the mile and a quarter in 2:05. 

Nashua followed a half-hour later under 
Ted Atkinson, who was to ride him in the 
Wood. He strode briskly up the track, 
stood for a few seconds, wheeled and 
waltzed off on his time trial. Nashua’s 
ability to make it look easy showed up on 


the watch. His time for the circuit of the 
track was 1:3835, approximately 7 lengths 
slower than Summer Tan’s trial on most 
speed charts. Atkinson had whacked him 
to keep him going. 

This demonstration made the Galbreath 
colt favored in the Wood over Nashua, 
which appeared to be somewhat moody in 
his public trial. The prices, both of which 
could have been less than even-money with 
the 16 per cent take-out in New York, 
were 13-20 on Summer Tan and 11-10 on 
Nashua. The 3 others, Simmy, Cup Man, 
and Door Prize, finished in the exact order 
that the discerning New York crowd had 
bet on them. The closest they got to 
Nashua and Summer Tan was in the 
starting gate. 


THE RACE. Once George Cassidy open- 
ed the stall doors the margin separating 
the men from the boys increased with 
each stride. As Summer Tan and Nashua 
went under the wire the first time they 
had pulled away from the other 3 and 
were on their way. Atkinson looked over 
to his left at Guerin and found that 
rider surveying him from atop Summer 
Tan. Once this mutual admiration had 
been completed Summer Tan pulled away 
to a margin of a length and a half as 
the 2 colts went around the tight first 
turn. 

Summer Tan was turning on the speed. 
The first half-mile went by in :4714 and 
the margin separating the 2 remained the 
same. At the half-mile pole. just before 
the long. sweeping bend which leads to 
the stretch. Atkinson reached back and

The Chesapeake Stakes Winner 
Will Pass Derby for Preakness 


BALTIMORE 

The Chesapeake Stakes. Laurel’s con- 
tribution to conditioning for the “Triple 
Crown.” didn't reveal a Derby contender 
to cause Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons or 
Sherrill Ward any loss of sleep. Four 
Chesapeake winners—Whiskery, Caval- 
cade. War Admiral. and Citation—went 
on to win the Run for the Roses. but it 
doesn't look as though Saratoga will get 
the chance to emulate them. After Sara- 
toga’s victory in race-record time. trainer 
Frank Bonsal said he would skip Louis- 
ville. This was after he had been advised 
of the particulars of the Wood Memorial. 


For the present Bonsal. who never has 
saddled a Derby starter. isn’t going out 
of his way to look for Nashua. He saw 
enough of him in Florida. If tentative 
plans materialize Saratoga will await the 
Preakness on May 28 before again tangling 
with the Belair champion. In the interim. 
it is planned for him to use the Jersey 
Stakes at Garden State on May 14 as a 
preparation for the Pimlico classic. 

Under the allowance conditions of the 
Chesapeake. the stakes winners Saratoga. 
Go Lightly. Thinking Cap. and Nance’s 
Lad shared top weight of 119 pounds. The 
remaining 7 starters got in under 113. 
Saratoga. breaking from the outside post 
position. was first to show from the gate. 
but the speedy Nance’s Lad. coming out 
of the number 2 stall. gained the rail 
in the run to the first turn. Nick Shuk. 
riding Saratoga for the first time since 
last fall. made free use of his mount to 
race clear of the pack before cutting 
across to the rail. Between turns Nance’s 
Lad fought for his head as Saratoga 
pressed at his throat latch. and as the 
speed duel heightened. the others dropped 
into position behind front-running 
pair. awaiting completion of the tenderiz- 
ing process which never fully materialized. 

Swinging down the backstretch. Nance’s 
Lad and Saratoga went at it full tilt and 
drew off to themselves. In the second flight 
Chuck Thompson, Go Lightly. and Police- 
man Day, each under restraint. were placed 
to move in on the leaders at the first sign 
of wear. The others were well strung out. 
with the last horse. Thinking Cap. about 
15 lengths off the pace. 

Just beyond the half-mile pole Sara- 
toga’s persistent challenge from the out- 
side was rewarded. Gaining the lead. Shuk 
urged his mount on and didn’t let up until

well clear in the stretch. Once headed. 
Nance’s Lad began backing up. all the 
while lugging in as if something were 
bothering him. His blistering quarter in 
:224- and half in :4545 left him reeling 
in the ruck. 

Chuck Thompson. running third to this 
point. was 5 lengths out of it on the final 
turn. In the next 1.059 feet his determina- 


tion and Shuk’s relaxed riding carried 
him to within 2 lengths of the winner.

Nance’s Lad in the drive. Roslyn Farm’s 
Go Lightly came along for fourth, beaten 
about 715 lengths for first money. 
While Saratoga. the 17-to-10 choice, held 
a 2-length margin at the finish, he pulled 
up a bit jaded, a weakness prompted by 
his time of three-quarters in 1:10%5. mile 
in 1:3685. and the full distance in 1:4315. 
The clocking was only 25-second off the 
course record for a 1;); miles. Had not 
Nance’s Lad served as a delaying factor. 
a bold charge from the rear might have 
caught Saratoga minus the resources to 
repel it. His task was complicated by the 
number 11 post position and no small 
effort was needed to reach and subdue 


Nance’s Lad. 


The 34th running of the Chesapeake, 
which prior to 1951 was run at the defunct 
Havre de Grace, netted $17.450 to Mrs. 
Marion du Pont Scott. owner of Mont. 
pelier. The race marked Saratoga’s first 
stakes win this season. In February he 
finished second to Nashua in the Flamingo 
Stakes. Last year the home-bred son of 
*Blenheim I[—*Shipshape Il. by Blue 
Peter. accounted for the Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins and Bowie Endurance Gold Cup, 

Saratoga. named for the aircraft carrier, 
is a high-strung colt. He sweats freely 
in the paddock and on the way to the 
post. and he was dripping wet when led 
into the starting gate after a brief post 
parade. Bonsal prefers to give his charge 
10 days to 2 weeks to become acquainted 
with a strange course. A van was ordered 
for April 29 to move the colt to Garden 
State so that he will be thoroughly familiar 
with the Camden plant well in’ advance 
of his engagement in the Jersey Stakes. 
May 14. 

Ray Woolfe conditions the Montpelier 
steeplechasers. Mrs. Scott’s first love. Bon- 
sal is the stable’s “second-string” trainer. 
He has 4 flat horses in training for his 
Virginia client: 2 3-year-olds. Saratoga 
and Tiberian. and a pair of 2-year-olds. 
The 2 youngsters. slated to make their 
debut at Delaware Park. are a *Nasrullah 
colt named Nahodah and the Annapolis 
colt Dromond. Nahodah is from the Anna- 
polis mare. Accra. dam of Mandingo and 
Neji. the latter a winner of 4 infield stakes 
last season. 


Bonsal was the nation’s 13th leading 
trainer in 1954 with 68 winners: in 
Maryland he was top banana. A veteran 
at his profession. the former skilled cross- 
country rider makes his home at Mantua 
Farm. in Glyndon. He operates a large 
public stable and has 21 horses quartered 
at Laurel. Bonsal trained The Doge for 
Pentagon Stable. and he takes a_ lively 
interest in that horse’s best son. Boston 
Doge. which passed up the Chesapeake 
Stakes. 

Reflecting for a moment. Bonsal_ said 
that he had been confident that Saratoga 
would finish second to Nashua in_ the 
Florida Derby. He attributes his colt’s 
dismal showing in that race (he ran ninth. 
beaten about 28 lengths) to the sloppy 
track. and not so much to the long post 
parade which some observers believed had 
unduly excited him. The Maryland 
conditioner stated that Saratoga was no 
more washy before that race than he had 
been in engagements last fall. and guessed 
that if it had been a case of nerves Sara- 
toga would have run to the quarter-pole. 
anyway. As it was. he stopped after 3 of 
the Florida Derby’s 9 furlongs. The son 
of the retired *Blenheim II couldn't 
handle a sloppy strip in the World’s Play- 
ground Stakes last summer, but won the 
Spalding Lowe Jenkins in the mud.

The Harold Hoffman Story; 


Hasty House’s 


LEXINGTON 
Ten of the Kentucky Derby candi- 
dates at Keeneland were to get their final 
race at the Lexington track on Thursday. 
April 28. in the $25.000-added Blue Grass 
Stakes. Almost a week before. April 22. 
most of the Blue Grass candidates appear- 
ed in the Hamburg Place, a 7-furlong al- 
lowance race. Nine colts ran, and it was 
one of the best races of the meeting. 
Favored in the Hamburg Place was the 
Cain Hoy Stable entry of Racing Fool. 
winner of 2 of 4 starts this year. and 
Flying Fury. winner of the Champagne 
Stakes last year but unplaced in 2 starts 
this vear at Gulfstream Park. Trainer 
Lloyd Gentry couldn't share the crowd’s 
enthusiasm. “Flying Fury is the better 
colt.” he said, “and he likes more distance 
than 7 furlongs.” Second choice was Trim 
Destiny. winner of the Arkansas Derby, 
and he was followed in the mutuels by 
Munchausen. Hutcheson. Speed Rouser. 
Styrunner, Make Ready. and Top Traffic. 
Racing Fool took the lead immediately, 
and he maintained a comfortable margin 
until the head of the stretch where 
Hutcheson closed in. At the eighth-pole 
the 2 were even. They ran together for the 
final furlong. but in the last dozen yards 
Racing Fool got his head out front. The 
finish was so close that Turf writers in 
the press box were betting on the result 
before it was flashed on the tote board, 


MAN AND HORSE. It was the second 
straight week that Racing Fool had defeat- 
ed Hutcheson by a head. The first occasion 
was in the 6-furlong Crestwood Purse on 
April 15. Harold C. Hoffman. who trains 
Hutcheson for Emil Denemark. still thinks 
he may have the better horse. “In both 
of those races.” Hoffman said. “I thought 
sure Hutcheson had the race won at the 
sixteenth-pole. But he has a tendency to 


pull himself up a little bit after he 
catches the horse in front.” 
Hutcheson, a brown colt by *Bern- 


borough—Last Lay, by *Royal Minstrel. 
was bred by Mrs. Parker Poe’s Shawnee 
Farm. which sold him to Denemark at 
the 1953 Keeneland summer sales for 
$17.500. Winner of 3 of 7 starts last year. 
he has had one first and 4 seconds in 6 
races this year. His first 4 this season 
were at Oaklawn Park. where Trim 
Destiny beat him twice. 

“Trim Destiny was a real sharp horse 
down there, but I think the big reason 
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String of 6 


was the track. It was as hard as nails. 
and he seems to need that kind of track. 
Hutcheson can handle any kind of track. 
And in the Arkansas Derby. the distance 
was a little too much. Hutcheson ran a 
nice race for a mile. but that extra eighth 
was too far.” 

Hoffman left Mrs. Grace Kosiba_ last 
September to take over the Denemark 
stable. In the 14 months he trained for 
Mrs. Kosiba he won 70 races. 

A native of Mendota. Ill.. Hoffman grew 
up on a farm “before they had tractors.” 
and his family had draft horses, trotters. 
and a few Thoroughbreds. His first rac- 
ing experience was driving trotters at 
Illinois county fairs. He also rode Thor- 
oughbreds at fairs. “We used to have 
elimination races for Thoroughbreds, just 
like they had for trotters.” he recalled. 
“Run a half-mile. then bring the same 
horses back 45 minutes later and run an- 
other half-mile.” 

During World War I Hoffman served 
in the Remount Service, and received a 
commendation from the late Gen. John J. 
Pershing for servicing artillery with 
horse and mules. After leaving the Army, 
he farmed for a couple of years. then 
established a real estate business in Oak 
Park. Ill. He still is in the real estate 
business. but he also has been interested 
in horses for the last 20 years. 

His first Thoroughbred to race at major 
tracks was Ducmiss. a filly by Bread Man, 
which won several races in the Midwest 
in 1937. For several years he trained 
the Arlington Farms stable of polo player 
Leonard Bernard. He also raced a few 
horses of his own until he took the job 
with Mrs. Kosiba in 1953. 

The third and fourth finishers in the 
Hamburg Place attracted as much notice 
as did Racing Fool and Hutcheson. Make 
Ready. a Dixiana Farm colt. was off 
slowly, got blocked at the stretch turn, and 
still finished third. beaten less than half 
a length by the winner. It was the first 
start in Kentucky for Make Ready. which 
won 3 of 7 starts at the Fair Grounds this 
winter. Trainer Jack Hodgins said he’s 
a “nice horse.” but made no predictions. 
Make Ready was beaten handily by Roman 
Patrol twice at the Fair Grounds. 

Flying Fury. last for 3 furlongs. finish- 
ed powerfully to get fourth. 


Disappointment of the Hamburg Place 
was Trim Destiny. which finished last. 


Haroitp C. HorrmMan 
Emil Denemark trainer. 


Many commentators immediately wrote the 
colt out of the Derby, but trainer Cecil 
Locklear said he should be considered a 
probable. Not eligible for the Blue Grass 
Stakes or the Derby Trial. Trim Destiny 
probably will run in an allowance race 
at Churchill Downs on April 30. Locklear 
agreed with Hoffman that his colt needs 
a hard track. “I think he will like 
Churchill Downs better than Keeneland.” 

Locklear, whose home is in Brady, 
Texas, has been training horses for 20 
years. and he thinks Trim Destiny is the 
best he has had. “I took him over last 
summer. but I didn’t race him. He looked 
like he needed a rest so I sent him back 
to Texas and turned him out until January 
1. He ran 5 times at Oaklawn. He ran on 
fast tracks 3 times, and won 3 easily. He 
ran twice on off tracks and finished far 
back both times. I don’t plan to run him 
in the Derby if it is wet, but if it’s dry we 
probably will go.” 


HASTY HOUSE. Winning the Ben Ali 
Handicap has become a pleasant routine 
for Mr. and Mrs. Allie E. Reuben’s Hasty 
House Farm. which collected first prize 
this year with Sea O Erin. In 1952 it 
was Seaward, the next year it was Oil 
Capitol, and last year it was * Mister Black, 
which finished third in this year’s renewal. 
The 1955 race was an exciting one for the 
Reubens because it gave them a new 
trophy. 

In the fall of 1952 the track ordered 
the “Keeneland Tray,” a gold serving 
tray worth an estimated $4,500. The 
trophy was to go to the first stable to win

The Use of “Good Gray

In 1938 the land on which Mr. and 
Mrs. John D. Hertz would build Stoner 
Creek Stud was a worn-out. weed-infested 
515 acres near Paris, Ky. It had suffered 
nearly 30 years of careless crop farm- 
ing. the stone fences were broken and 
fallen down. the old brick residence was 
in a late stage of decay. and the roads 
through the place were ruts of mud and 
gravel. 

But the place had a charm about it: 
one boundary followed the tree-lined 
meander of Stoner Creek. and across the 
stream were the picture fields of A. B. 
Hancock's Claiborne Farm. 

The Hertzes had been thinking of a 
farm in Kentucky and one day Hancock. 
a friend of many years. drove them out 
to look at the old place which neighbored 
his. 

“This is the land you ought to buy.” 
he said after they had driven and walked 
over it. “There isn’t anything here that 
can't be fixed, and if you like it and want 
it I'll see that the work gets done right. 
TH plan the farm. lay out all the improve- 
ments. bring the fields back. and any time 
before I die. if you decide you don’t want 
the place any more. [ll buy it for the 
same price you paid.” 

The Hertzes studied for a while, decided 
to buy. The residence was torn down and 
the brick used to build new tenant houses. 
The limestone fences were knocked down.

crushed. and ground for spreading on the 
fields. More than 3.000 scrub trees and 
stumps were pulled out. The farm was 
planted with soy beans. which were plow- 
ed under: it was sown in clover and other 
nitrogen-producing crops. and these were 
plowed under. Fertilizers were applied. a 
permanent pasture” established. Hard-

surfaced roads were laid. then lined with 
young trees and shrubs. An old guest 
house was remodeled and enlarged.

IIL. and Reigh Count was moved 
from Caliborne. Ralph Baird. who had 
been with Mrs. Hertz’s stable since 1927, 
moved to the new farm as its manager. 


ADVENTURES. The purchase of Stoner 
Creek now seems to have been inevitable. 
In retrospect there is an inevitability in 
all things. and John Hertz could no more 
have helped buying the farm than he 
could have stopped emigrating from 
Austria nearly 60 years before. 

He was 5 when his parents moved to 
Chicago and settled down in one of the 
city’s tenements. Before he had time to 
master even a basic vocabulary someone 
taught him to say “buy paper, please,” 
and he was put on the streets hawking 
the latest editions. When he was 10 he 
ran away from home. took a bed in the 
Newsboys’ Home. and became an assistant 
driver for a newspaper delivery wagon. 
When he was a skinny, sickly-looking lad 
of 11 he got a job as office boy for the 
old Chicago Record, where an editor, try- 
ing to do a kindness, fired him, with the 
hope that he would get healthier work 
outside. 

He took several odd-jobs to keep him- 
self going, meanwhile investing his sav- 
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bank of Stoner Creek. 


was legged up for his 3-year-old year along the 


ings of $10 in 15 boxing lessons at Gil- 
more’s Academy of Boxing. Before long 
Gilmore had him boxing 3-round exhibi- 
tions at smokers. and the sports editor of 
the Record was paying him space rates 
for notes on the local boxing scene. 
Through these associations he later found 
Benny Yanger.

He soon found a 
part-time job—passing saddle cloths to 
the jockeys—which paid him sometimes as 
much as $3 a day. Before the meeting was 
over Kid Weller. who ran a_ syndicate 
book, hired Hertz as an “outside man” 
for $10 a day. the standard wage for 
bookmakers’ clerks in those days. 

He spent all the time he could at the 
Chicago race track. and there he met and 
made close friends of Frank Hackett. Roy 
Carruthers. and the brothers Jack and 
Ham Keene. all of whom later played 
major roles in Hertz’s development as a 
breeder. owner. and track executive. At 
Washington Park in 1898 he met Fannie 
Kesner. After they were married there was 
a long hiatus in his days of fun and work 
at the race track. In the 15 years from 1905 
to 1920 he founded the Yellow Cab 
Company. the Yellow Cab Manufacturing 
Company. the Omnibus Manufacturing 
Company. the Omnibus Operating Com- 
pany, the Hertz U-Drive-It systems. and 
became one of the nation’s leading young 
industralists. 


OWNER TO BREEDER. One afternoon 
in the early summer of 1921 Mr. and Mrs. 
Hertz were stopped in the lobby of the 
old Waldorf Hotel in New York City by 
the hotel’s manager, Roy Carruthers, of 
Hertz’s old days at Roby. Carruthers took 
them aside to explain what seemed to him 
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a marvelous opportunity: there was a 
stable of horses in New York. all of them 
ready for racing. and the stable was for 
sale because of a split in the partnership 
of the owners. Why didn’t they give it a 
try?

again in frequent company with Jack 
Keene and Carruthers. and the 3 men 


spent many hours talking of horses and 
racing. It was Keene’s point of view that 
the most fun in racing was breeding your 
own stock. something with which Hertz 
found it easy to agree. On Keene’s advice 
Hertz bought Luke McLuke. brown 
horse by Ultimus out of Midge. The male 


line traced to Domino, but Luke McLuke 
was a coarse individual. so it was Hertz’s 
plan to breed him to “highly bred. blood- 
like mares.” 

Hertz and Keene decided on a buying 
trip to England with the goal of finding 
mares with Roi Herode blood. 

The product of the search was *La 
Dauphine. a brown mare by The Tetrarch 
(by Roi Herode) out of Sebenico, by 
William the Third. Hertz paid the 
equivalent of $18.000 for her. brought her 
home. and turned her out at his 
Farm. at Cary.

Warren Gayle Douglass. born 79 years 
ago. was a son of a railroad engineer who 
kept a few trottong horses at his farm at 
Galion. Ohio. He was a trainer of Stand- 
ardbreds for about 30 years. until the loss 
of an eye in 1931 caused him to leave the 
sulky and turn to work with Thorough- 
breds. He was put in charge of yearlings 
and stallions at Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s 
Court Manor Stud in Virginia. and later 
was employed by Jerome B. Respess. Jack 
Howard. Milky Way Farm. Allen T. Sim- 
mons. William Helis Sr... and others. In 
recent years he also had trained for Wil- 
liam Veeneman and Sam FE. Wilson Jr. 

An expert in selecting yearlings. break- 
ing yearlings. and preparing 2-year-olds 
for early victories. Mr. Douglass frequent- 
ly developed good runners which finished 
out their careers under other trainers. 
Among the numerous good ones which 
came under his early tutelage were Reap- 
ing Reward. Case Ace. Sky Larking. 
Tiger. Forever Yours. Blue Swords. Eternal 
Bull. Failure of his health and sight had 
confined him to his room or the lobby 
of the Lafayette Hotel during most of 
the last 2 years. 

Mr. Douglass is survived by Mrs.

Reinemans Buy 
Woodvale Farm 


Mr. and Mrs. Howard Reineman. own- 
ers of the 1.100-acre Crown Crest Farm, 
this week completed final details for the 
purchase of Woodvale Farm. 380-acre 
estate of the late Royce G. Martin. The 
price was in excess of $500.000. 

The sale was handled in Lexington by 
the Bank of Commerce. ancillary admin- 
istrator of the Martin estate. The executors 
were the Hanover Bank, of New York. 
and James Falvey. 

The farm had been for sale since May. 
1954. shortly after the death of Mr. Martin, 
He had owned the farm, once part of 
Dixiana. since June. 1947. The property 
includes a handsome Colonial brick 
residence over 100 vears old. a mile train- 
ing track. a 46-stall training barn, stallion 
quarters. breeding shed, and several other 
buildings. 

It is expected that the Reinemans will 
move to their new place this summer. Mrs. 
Reineman said no horses would be moved 
to Woodvale until “after we have complet- 
ed pasture renovation.” 

Since the death of Mr. Martin. the 
farm has been run by Bob Bennett. the 
manager. Bennett said his plans were 
indefinite. that he probably would make 
other connections. 

Bennett said the only horses on the 
place at present are the stakes winner 
Goyamo. property of the estate and Mrs. 
W. Alton Jones. and 4 mares and foals, 
2 vearlings. and a 3-year-old filly, all own- 
ed by John A. Morris, president of 
Jamaica. The other Woodvale horses were 
sold by the Breeders’ Sales Company at 
Keeneland last summer. Bennett did not 
know what would become of Goyamo. The 
colt hit his right front ankle in the 1954 
Preakness and was returned to the farm 
for firing. Bennett blistered him twice, 
and he feels that the ankle soon will 
stand training.

Despite unsoundness 
she beat the best of both sexes at 2 in 
1927. and it was her temperament and 
class which convinced Hertz of the merit 
of what he calls “the good gray blood.” 


REIGH COUNT. One day in 1927 Mr. 
and Mrs. Hertz were spending a leisurely 
afternoon at Saratoga when a 2-year-old 
maiden race attracted his particular atten- 
tion. Hertz was struck by the behavior of 
the winner. a colt identified on the  pro- 
gram as Reigh Count. which. after moving 
up to second place in the last’ furlong. 
tried to savage the last horse he had_ to 
beat. 

John Hertz. who “always liked a fight- 
er.” made inquiries and was told that the 
*Sunreigh colt could be had for $10.- 
000. By the time he got to owner Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer the price was $15.000. but 
they finally agreed to “split the differ- 
ence.” 

Reigh Count ran second to Anita Pea- 
body in the Belmont Futurity, and the 
next year he won the Kentucky Derby, 
lost only once in 8 startes. and established 
himself as the best of an excellent genera- 
tion. At 4 he raced in England. where. 
despite the handicap of strange courses. 
he won the Coronation Cup and was 
second in the Ascot Gold Cup. 

He was retired in 1930. and the 
Hertzes built high hopes for his success 
in the stud. but for several years Reigh 


Count produced nothing which approach- 
ed his class. If it ever occurred to any-

one that the fault might have been his. 
the suggestion never was made; instead 
the Hertzes decided the trouble was the 
farm at Cary.

A. B. Hancock, owner of Claiborne Farm, planned Stoner Creek Stud. He laid 
out the roads, built the barns, brought back the fields, did most of the planting. 
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away from central Kentucky's good mares. 
The Hertzes in 1938 decided to buy 
Stoner Creek Stud. (Amarillo Ranch at 
Woodland Hills. Calif... would come later.) 


QUICKLY. In 1936 Frank Hackett 
telegraphed from Miami that in Hirsch 
Jacobs’ barn at Hialeah he had found a 
mare with the “gray blood” Hertz wanted. 
Hertz put everything else aside and flew 
south. At Jacobs’ barn he found a sorry 
spectacle. 

“Quickly looked as if she been 
truly ‘sweated for the brass.’ ” he said in 
his Memoirs. “She was frail and tucked 
up. and in front her pasterns were about 
level with the ground. She was walking on 
her heels. . . had started in more than 80 
races.” 

Her owner. Isidor Bieber, let 
have her for $2,500. 

In 1937 Quickly was bred to Reigh 
Count, and the product was the brown filly 
Reigh Grey. which sold in California as 
a yearling for $1,000. She was barren in 
1939, but the next year. again to the 
cover of Reigh Count, she produced Count 
Fleet. In 1941 she had Depth Charge, 
stakes winner and sire; in 1942 she was 
barren, in 1943 she produced the stakes 
winner and sire Count Speed, and_ the 
next year. after foaling the winner and 
producer Reigh Fleet. she died. 

Count Fleet was the best horse the 
Hertzes ever bred. and among the best in 
America’s Turf history. In 21 races he 
won 16, was 4 times second, once third, 
and earned $250.300. His son. Count Turf, 
won the Kentucky Derby of 1950. This

Mr. and Mrs. Hertz spend several months 
each year on the farm. usually timed with 
the spring and fall meetings at Keene- 
iand and Churchill Downs. and when they 
are not there they are in constant com- 
munication with Kenney.

Aside from preferred patterns of breed- 


ing. Hertz attributes the success of horses 
produced at Stoner Creek to good care 
and good feeding. In the business of feed. 
ing the byword is protein. 

About 90 per cent of the hay Kenney 
buys is straight clover. and the farm 
preduces and cures some of its own alfalfa, 
At times even high-protein dairy feeds 
are given to lactating mares. The principal 
supplement used is Stamm, also high in 
protein. The only exception to this high. 
protein diet is in the case of fat mares, 
which get a lighter hay of timothy and 
clover. Barren mares are fed twice a day, 
mares with foals. weanlings. and yearlings 
are fed 3 times a day. 

When Kenney joined the staff last year 
(after 15 years as manager of Coldstream 
Stud and 2 years on his own place) he 
brought with him a home remedy which 
Hertz found appealing. This is a product 
called carron oil. a favorite tonic of Dr, 
Charles Hagyard. A suspension of lime in 
raw linseed oil and water, carron_ oil 
usually is poured over dry feed. Cod liver 
oil and wheat germ oil also are used. 

Kenney describes carron oil, once used 
on farms for the treatment of burns and 
wounds. as a “stomach sweetener.” He has 
used it for years. as have 
horsemen in central Kentucky.

3 weeks while they are not on grain. 

The manure wagon is in use whenever 
weather permits. and most droppings are 
picked up in fields and paddocks. The 
manure is stacked. a phosphate is used to 
break it down. and it then is left to rot 
a year before being spread on paddocks 
and in fields. 

About 60 head of Hereford cows. mated 
with pure bred “white face” bulls. are 
kept on the farm. and these run in the 
fields with the horses. Yearling heifers 
are sold. steers are fattened. 

“We get tons of extra manure that 
way. And there’s this drive for protein 
again protein and more protein.” said 
Kenney. 

Hertz tries to run Stoner Creek with 
the same care and attention to detail he 
once gave his Yellow Cab Company. And 
when he feels in the need for consultation 
he asks for it. In the case of Stoner Creek 
most of his consulting off the farm is done 
with A. B. Hancock Jr... who now runs 
Claiborne for his father.

On the right is Librarian (14 wins) 
and her first foal, a filly by Bimelech. 
Librarian, a handicap winner, is the 
best race mare out of Valonia, a sis- 
ter to War Vixen and Valkara, both 
dams of stakes winners, and a half 
sister to Vagrancy, Vicar, Vicaress, 
Bellicose, Hynotic, etc. Librarian is 
bred like Black Tarquin. Both are 
“Rhodes Scholar. Black Tarquin 
is out of Vagrancy, and Librarian is 
out of Vagrancy’s half sister. The 
1855 Bimelech foal is bred much like 
the Bimelech stakes winner Torch of 
War. The latter is out of Bellicose, 
half sister to Librarian's dam. A filly 
from this family has a rich heritage, 
indeed, since it is one of the great 
producing families of modern times.

Half Sister To Serry 


Santa Roseanna, by Rosemont, is shown on the left 
with her 1955 foal, a filly by Revoked, which 
ranked next to *Heliopolis, *Alibhai, and Bull Lea 
on the list of leading 1954 sires. Three of his five 
stakes winners were fillies. This is Santa Rose 
anna’s third foal and third filly. Her first, Serry, 
was second in the Debutante Stakes and in the 
Miss America Stakes at 2, 1954. Her second foal 
is a 1955 yearling by Johns Joy. Santa Roseanna 
is a daughter of the 100 per cent producer, San- 
dury, a half sister to three stakes winners. The 
next dam, Minnant, produced 11 winners from 12 
foals. This is the family of Oil Capitol, *Fairy 
Gold (dam of Fair Play), etc. 
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
